T. Mclnerney, a messenger in the em- 
ploy of the American Express CoM lies 
at his home in Waver]y place in tins 
city, with tl.ret; bullet wounds on his 
person, the result of an encounter with 
u most desperate train robber 


The American Express train which 


rotichcd this city at 7:15, on the New 
York Central railway, left Syracuse 
yesU'rda.v morning at fi o'elock,on time, 
in chin-go of Conductor Emit Laass and 
Engineer Caleb Cherry. 


About half an hour after the train 


left Syracuse Messenger Mclnerney 
was startled by the sound of breaking 
glass. 
Jlefon; lie could discover its 


cause a masked man sprang through 
thu broken wiudow and confronted him 
witli u roi'oh'er. Jlclnerney drew his 
weapon and both men fired at thesamo 
time. Molnerney missed his mark, but 
the robber did not. His bullet pene- 
trated Melneruey's left hand and, it 
was followed by two others, one of 
which entered ins leg, and the other 
;;ra/.ed 
his 
forehead. The 
robber 


knocked him sensole.ss with the but of 
hU revolver and went at the packages 
iu tlu' car. The story ia told as fol- 
low s: 


Urtv\t;en \Yee(Uport and Jordan tho 


conductor, L\ lutcus, thought that lie 
houril tlio air signal sound, but as no 
one else had heard it he paid no atten- 
tion to it. In a few minuten it sounded 
n#aiu, this time unmistakably, and the 
conductor said: "There is something 
wrong, ami in the express car ahead, 
whore Mc.'nerney is alone," lio and a 
brakemun, II. A. Culver, accordingly 
wont to the platform between the two 
cars. 
The conductor rapped at tlio 


door, but received no reply- Then 
climbing onto the

hand-rail,

He saw nothing of Mclner- 


iify, '.but instead saw a strange man 
bUuuUn/j- in the car over whose head 
was drawn a reil hood which covered 
all of lus face but the- nose and eyes 
nml fell be low hi.s chin to his breast, 
Stepping on the platform the conduc- 
tor snid to the brakcman, "There is 
home-th inf.; u'rong iu there," and sig- 
naled tor the train to blow up. Then 
belli he nnd the brakcman leaned oil! 
the platform on the south side of the 
ear and at

hooded head of the robber protruded 
from the door of the express car and 
a \ oice said: "U— d 
you, Bliove

the brake man locked the front door. 
The train was miming- very elpwly, 
aud without stopping it the conductor 
directed tho rear brakomnu to take 
both the red and white lanterns and go 
back to .lor'iun, signal any train he 
might meet and telegraph to this city 
concerning this affair. 
The train then 


Bwuntf rapidly ahead, but 011 nearing 
Port Jiyron, again slowed up on ac- 
count of 
the semaphore being set 
i 


against it. Arriving at the station the 
conductor set the brakes of hia train 
and jumped on to tho depot plat- 
form and called the telegraph opera- 
tor. 
Presently Wclnerney appeared

door 
of 
his 
car 
and 


called fot help, saying that lie was 
wounded and was all alone in. tho car. 
On hearing this the conductor supposed 
that the robber had become frightened 
und left the train while it had been 
running slowly, but future develop- 
ments were to show him how much he 


as 
mistaken. Another 
messenger 


was put iu tho our to core for tho 
wounded man tilt they should reach 
Lyons, 


The conductor and his crew returned 


to the rear coach, and the train pro- 
ceeded on its way to IVyons. The train 
pulled into the tlepot of the last-named 
station, Melnerney was taken off and 
cared for and then the train backed up 
to take water. Tho 
conductor re- 


mained on the depot platform talking 
of the occurrence to the station agent, 
and some do/en or fifteen others who 
happened to be at the station, stating 
that lie thought tho robber had left the 
train before reaching Port Byron, when 
the ngent interrupted with the :omark 
that he had seen a mnn jump off his 
train nhile it \vua standing at the 
depot. 


\Yhilc Conductor Lnass was looking 


orei'his train just previous to its pull- 
ing out of Syracuse he had seen a 
man loitering near it, and sharply 
scrutinized the face, ns it was a new 
one around the depot to liim, but lie 
supposed it was some one on duty 
there, and so thought nothing- of it. 
Now, as Urn agent made this remark, 
lie turned around and found himself 
face to face with that same individual. 
The man bad evidently gotten off the 
further hide of the trnin while it stood at 
the dep'«t, Itai! walked around both 
train and station, comA clown the street 
as if from the town, and was now lean- 
ing coolly and carelessly against the 
building, 


Turning to the brakeman who stood 


near. Mr. Laass said: "Didn't wo see 
this man In .Syracuse',"1 


To 
which the brakeman replied: 


Yes that's him; that'* your man, 


boy." 
With that all made a rush for him. 


But they had reckoned without their 
host, for the stranger pointing^ brace 
of revolvers at the crowd, said: "Oh, 
no, boys; keep easy and don't be in a 
hurry." 
Ho then backed up a little ways 


keeping the crowd at bay with his 
threatening pistols, then turned aud

ran across the tracks to the express 
train, which was on track 3, and 
tried to uncouple the engine of that 
train. 
He could not do it, how- 


ever, and crossed to track 3, where a 
coal train, drawn by one of the heavy 
"Hog" engines, No. 611, was standing. 
Leapinp on the front car he uncoupled 
the engine from the train, climbed ovei 
the water tank and thrusting his re- 
volvers into the faces of the startled 
eng-ineer and fireman he hissed with an 
oath: "If you prefer your lives to this 
engine, hide; damn, you, hide," and 
they hid. Then he pulled the throttle 
wide open and sailed away, whistling 
as he came to the crossings with all the 
accuracy of an experienced eng-ineer. 


As soon as the conductor had re- 


covered from his surprise lie uncoupled 
the engine from his train, and talcing 
with him a switchman who had in the 
meantime procured a loaded double- 
IjiUTiilleil shot gun, he started iu pur- 
suit. Near tliu canal bridge between

pursuing would soon overtake

heavier one, so he stopped Ins engine, 
reversed it und Hew down the track to 
meet his pursuera. 
They saw him 


cuming and got down in the bottom of 
the cab. It was well they did so ton 
as he Hew past he let go two shots 
through the window ot the cab while 
the switchman discharged one of the 
barrels of his gun at the swiftly pass- 
ing eugine of the robber. The shots oi 
neither pursuers nor pursued, however, 
took effect, and the conductor reversed 
his engine and backed after the fleeing 
fugitive. 


Again the desperado reversed his en* 


gine and came toward those who were 
so holly pursuing him. Again those 
in pursuit crouched in the bottom oi 
the cab. 
Again the bhots of the des- 


perate man rang out, and as before 
the bulls passed through the window 
of the cub and whistled harmlessly 
ovor the heads of those crouching at 
the bottom of it. The switchman fired 
his remaining charge, but from his 
crouching position his aim at the flying 
cnginti could bo but inaccurate and the 
shot was but a random one, and the 
bullets rattled without avail against 
the iron sides of the rapidly-passing- 
monster. 


On up the road went the engine, 


bearing the daring desperado, carrying 
him each moment farther away from 
his piu'Miei's. 


The men on the pursuing engine held 


a council of war and concluded that 
unaided as they were, any further at- 
tempt at pursuit and capture of the 
robber would be worse than madness, 
for he was well armed amS past ex- 
perience had taught them that he car- 
ried his weapons for use and would USD 
them if the emet'cency required, so 
they run their engine back to Lyons. 


Thu fugitive kopt on, but soou found 


that his steam was giving out, and at 
IHueCut, about SJJj 
1 miles east of New- 


ark, lie deserted the engine and or- 
dered the switchman, stationed at the 
cat, at the point o£ his levolver to take 
the engine back to Lyons aud the com- 
mand was quickly obeyed. 


As soon, as word was received in this 


city that an express robbery had been 
committed und it was learned that the 
desperado was somewhere within a 
few miles of Lyons, preparations were 
made to have Rochester detectives join 
in the pursuit. Depot Cluster Warren 
telegraphed to the police station nnd 
sent a carriage after Detective La- 
pointe. 
Detectives 
Kavanaugh and 


Fur the re r at once [went to the central 
station and were soou followed by 


hint II ay don. An engine was placed 


at the service of the- officers, and the 
details of pursaiit were thus told to a 
United Press reported by Chief Hay-

'We hod telegraphed to Newark to 


have a team meet us, but when, we ar- 
rivcsd there was no team to be found.

until we reached the house of a farmer 
by the name of Beals, where we heard 
from the man. Ho stopped at Mr, 
Heals' to get a fresh horse. Mr. JlcaK 
informed him that he had no outfit 
that he would let him take1. The rob- 
ber did not stop to repeat his request, 
but pulling out his pistol fired two 
shot* 80 close to Bcalh* head that his 
face was blackened by the powder. The 
lior.se and cutter were brought out with- 
out further parleying, and leaving the 
other horse with Mr. Beals the fel- 
low started off again. 


"After tracing the robber about 4 


miles to the south we found that he had 
turned to the east and then again to the 
south, travelling in all probability 10 
miles. 


''Coming to teuton's swamp, lie left 


the horse at the side oE the road, stuck 
in the snow, and himself took to the 
woods. 
Here the pursue1 rs surrounded 


him nnd closed in upon him. 


"It was a little before noon when the 


party on the west of the swamp caw 
the folioiv 
seerctinl behind a stone 


wall. They expected that he woflld 
open fire on them and were prepared 
for almost luiythinp, Init the fellow 
evidently realised th.it it \\as\rp with 
him and that it would be just as well 
and perhaps flatter to surrender. lie 
called out to Deputy Collins that he 
was unarmed and put his revolver on 
the wall and told him that if he wanted 
to speak with him to coma up. The 
deputy accordingly walked up to the 
wall and reaching over secured his 
man, who offered no resistance what- 
ever. 


"I informed him as to the condition 


of the express 
messenger, nnd 
h> 


Boomed to lia pleased to learn that he 
was injured no worse, saying that Mc- 
Jnerney had fought for nil he was 
worth and had shown lots of sand. He 
told me that he had opened several 
packages, but did not find what he 
wanted, and that it was money he was 
looking for.

Tithes and tho Price of Grain. 


The difference between the method of 


paying tho clergy of the Church of Eng- 
and, who receive the tithe as their liv- 
ng, and the clergy of the Church of 
Scotland, who enjoy what are known in 
;he north as tiends, will be very appar- 
ent in this year. On both sides of the 
Cweed grain prices ate higher for the 
•ear, but in England the clergy will re- 
:eive little- immediate benefit from, the 
rise, because by the seven years' average 
t ia spread over so long a time that the 
most tliat can be hoped for from the 
jood prices of 1891 ia to stop the fall 
which has been going on every year 
without 'o break sinco 1878, a longer 
period of successive annual declines in 
ib.e value of the tithe than has ever be- 
'ore occurred. 


But in Scotland the tiend is calculated 


on the grain prices of each year, so that 
the parish ministers who have endured 


discomforts which low prices brought 


with them when grain was cheap will 
now have directly tho advantages of 
liigher prices when grain, has risen. In 
England both the riso and the fall are 
retarded by the seven j'ears' average. 
In Scotland the full effects of either tho 
one or the other are directly experienced 
in every year.—London Graphic,

formal application to the emperor of 
Austria for permission to accept a pen- 
sion of 50,000 francs a year recently 
voted him by the sobranje of Bulgaria. 
As the prince holds the commiusion of 
colonel in the Austro-Hungarlau army, 
he can not accept a gift from a foreign 
state without first obtaining leave from 
his royjil master, Francis Joseph. The 
giving1 of the pension was an act of pure 
grace aad gratitude on tho part of tho 
Hulgarian government.

ranged by Prince Ferdinand and M. 
Stambuloil, and -tho sobranje voted it 
by acclamation. 


Apart from tho moral value of tbia 


fine tribute which tho people of Bul- 
garia have thus paid to the "hero of 
SliTnitza," there is no doubt that tho 
pension will be a material boon to the 
prince, for hia means are rather limited 
for one in his position. It is not sup- 
posed that he saved anything- of con- 
sequence during- 3ns seven years' reign 
in Bulgaria, and as hi-s father, Prince 
Alexander of Hesse, left him 
only 


about £15,000, his income cannot bo 
lar^e. lie lives in a simple manner at 
Grata and attends strictly to his rogi- 
mental duties, and he is said to be aa 
popular in the Austrian army as his 
brother, 1'rince Louis, is in the British 
army.

The fire was 
discovered about 11 o'clock, and wi 
hree hours the entire block was destroyed. 
Che fire department did everything it 
3ould but outside of saving the First M. 
E. chnrch it is rJonbtful -whether it did 
any good. The fire was simply out of 
>roportion with the department's facili- 
iies for fighting fire.

LOSSES IN DETAIL. 


The Library ^Jlock which was built in 


1888 and in 1889 after plans drawn by E. 
O. Rosen, occupied the entire corner ex- 
tending from Novtb Main street eaat 
along William street to the alley, and 
north from William street to the Howen- 
stine lot. It wea one ot the handsomest 
business structures in Deoatur, and was 
the pride of our people. Boberts & Greene 
built it at a total cost of about $45,000. 
It ie practically a total loas; insurance 
{(17,500, with companies represented by 
C. W. Montgomery, who also had the 
insurance on the Steam Bakery. The 
walls standing ore shown in tbe accom- 
panying picture of the ruins.

of the fire department reached the Lmild- 
ingit was thought that the chemical 
engine and a few raomsEl's work wonlil 
be all that would ba necessary to extin- 
guish the fire. After working a few min- 
utes, hjivevt-r, th j facL b.'CHinj apparent 
the fire was woraa than anticipated; ths 
steamer was put to work and the battle 
was on in great earnest. Inside of ten 
minutes it was evident that the fire de- 
partment could not save this port of the 
building. The streams that were pour- 
ing into the flames made no impression 
whatever save on the most exterior por- 
tions of the wooden frames in tho win- 
dows and doors. At 12 o'clock' several 
thousand people had gathered ou the 
sidewalks on North Main and East Wil- 
liam streets. Tho great tongues of fire 
us they darted toward the sky lit up the 
t^ces of those who were witnessing tho 
destruction. Tbere wns no confusion.

use— foot by foot the lire consumed 
everything it came in contact with. At 
about 12:30 o'clock three firemen stood 
in the alley near the walls of the First 
M. E. church directing a stream into the 
burning building. 
The roof nnd the 


floors had fallen to the basement, ar.d the 
east wall was discovered to be gradually 
moving outward. It was clear that the 
three firemen were in great danger. Somo 
one called their attention to it, nnd it 
wne timely, for about this time the wiill 
lost its equilibrium and came down with 
a crash. The firemen saw it coming and 
ran north along the church. Only part 
of the wall fell, else they would have 
been crushed beneath the seething brick. 
As it was they escaped by n baro foot or 
two. Those who witnessed this incident 
from the south side of William street 
supposed the men were e^ght, us the 
steam and dust bid them from view, but 
a call brought baok the answer of safety 
from those who had escaped this peril. 
UD to this time it was generally thought 
that the solid wall between the bakery 
rooms and the other part of the block 
would out off further progress of the fire; 
but this hope was dispelled by the ap- 
pearance of flames nnd smoke issuing 
from beneath the roof of the other part 
of the block, and the work of removing 
property was begun vigorously and was 
continued until the fire beoame too hot 
to enter the rooms. When it became set- 
tled in the minds ot tha crowd that tho 
entire block must be consumed many 
were the expressions of sorrow heard on 
every hand for the loss of the Public 
Library. In hearing these expression 
of regret one could not help but feel 
proud of the people of Deoatur in tha 
evidence they gave of their appreciation 
ot the roagnifioent library that for years 
has lighted up the spare hours in the 
homes of the people. 


Soon after the east wall of the craoker 


factory fell the West gables ot the First 
M. E. church took fire and the lead 
window of the pastor's study melted away 
and aourtain overhanging the window was 
sesn to take fire. The water was turned 
on and in abont fifteen minutes the fire 
was put out. Bev. James Miller's library 
which is in. the study was damaged some 
with water and also the elegant pipe 
organ in the organ loft. Further than 
this the damage was Blight to the church 
property.
